|; WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Political 
Managers and observers find much to 
interest them these days in the queer 
jetate of public opinion. “* Queer "’ 
geems tke term to apply to the condi- 
tion that prevails and the political sur- 
Vveyors are puzzled as to the causes and, 
‘what interests them more, the possible 
results, 

It seems to be generally agreed (and 
i"* generally ’’ includes those whom the 
conclusion Fits hardest) that the Re- 
‘publican Party is not popular with the 
masses of the people. Muck of this un- 
popularity arises from the wide feeling 
that Congress has accomplished nothing 
of value and hag not brought the coun- 
try back to normalcy from’ the uncer- 
tainties of business and individual wel- 
fare produced by the World War. 

There has also been a tendency re- 
cently to criticise President Harding 
on the ground that he bas not shown 
's firm enough hand in exercising au- 
thority. Whether a change in this crit- 
ical tendency toward the President has 
begun or not is too early to say, but 
some profess to see signs of a return of 
the President’s popularity, on tht basis 
that he did all that was possible for 
him to do, within the limitations im- 
posed on his office, to adjust the rail- 
way and coal strikes. 

Furthermore, Republicans expect to 
gee a better feeling toward tre party as 
a result of the settlement of the coal 
strikes and the virtual settlement of 
the railway strike. 

The first reaction of the course of the 
Administration in starting the injunc- 
tion proceedings in Chicago against the 
striking railway unions was favorable 
to the Administration, but later there 
was a widespread disposition mani- 
fested to criticise President Harding 
and Attorney General Daugherty for 
having gone too far. 

The adjustment of the differences be- 
tween some of the railways and their 
striking employes is regarded in some 
quarters as due largely to the injunction 
proceedings, but whether this view will 
be taken by the mass of the people, 
who were out of sympathy with the 
atrike, is problematic. 

Republican politicians are breathing 
easier since the strike adjustments be- 
gan and they see reason for comfort 
in the predictions of railway presidents 
and others that the country is about to 
enter a period of great prosperity. 

The ‘‘ queerness "’ of the political sit- 
uation is shown by tendencies of strik- 
ingly contradictory character in differ- 
ent parts of the country. In the East 
the disposition to criticise the “* do- 
nothing ’’ Congress and to hold the Presi- 
dent responsible for things that go 
,wrong is taking the form of a trend 
toward the Democratic Party. 

In the West, where the feeling of pro- 
test is very strong, the tendency is not 
toward the Democratic Party, but to- 
ward the nomination within the party 
of candidates of radical views. 

In the South the tendency seems to 
be away from extreme radicalism. This 
is seen in the defeat of Vardaman in 
Mississippi, Cole Blease in South Caro- 
lina and Hardwick in Georgia. 

Under the circumstances the Repub- 
ican managers realize that they must 
make extra efforts to prevent wholesale 
defeats of thelr candidates for the Sen- 
ate and the House of Representatives in 
the Eastern States. The outcome of 
the Maine election did not give much 
comfort to either party, as it was not 
thought to show whether there was a 
strong swing for or against the Admin- 
istration at Washington. 

Elsewhere in the East, however, 
enough is known of the state of public 
opinion to give the impression that dis- 
satisfaction with the Republican Party 
is likely to cause heavy losses among 
its candidates for the Senate and the 
House. 

This swing away from the Republican 
to the Democratic Party is said to be 
strong in Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia, all of which will elect Senators 
this year to succeed sitting Republicans. 
‘In Rhode Island, where Senator Peter 
G. Gerry, Democrat, 1s a candidate for 
re-election, the Republicans are hope- 
ful of victory, partly because Rhode 
Istand is normally a Republican State. 

If the Republicans should lose Sena- 
tors in Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland and West 
Virginia and should make no gains 


elsewhere, their Senate majority of 24 
would be reduced to 12. ‘This number 
js ordinarily a good working majority 
An the Senate, but it does not hold out 
to the Republican leaders the comfort 
that might be expected. 
This is because several of the new 
ublican Senators who are likely to 
be elected are radicals, so that a rad 
foal group may hold the balance of 
power between the Democrats and the 
r dar Republicans. 
rookhart, the party candidate in 
Towa, is a pronounced radical. La Fol- 
‘lette won his renomination on a plat- 
form that was radical in the extreme. 
‘Frazier, the Republican nominee from 
North Dakota, is an out-and-out ad-

JEALOUS OF PETTED MATE 


Mother Is Knocked Down Try- 
ing to Remove Two Children 
From Danger of Rampage. 


Angered because, when he held out 


his trunk for peanuts, small boys gave | 


him pebbles, the big African elephant 
Khartoum flew into a rage at 3:30 yes- 
terday afternoon, broke a par of iron 
from the fence of his corral at the 
Bronx Zoo and tossed the piece of metal 
into the air, seriously hurting a young 
woman as she swung ner two children 
out of the way. 

Khartoum has been sulky because he 
feels neglected while his mate Alice, 
parading around the grounds of the 


| Zoo with a big hamper full of children 


on her back, is petted, scratched, fed 
and fussed over. It is against Zoo regu- 
lations to feed the animals peanuts. 
This law is violated as far as Alice is 
concerned, but enforced strictly by the 
public against Khartoum. According to 
the keepers, this is Khartoum's own 
fault, because he is full of rages, 
furies, wraths, cholers, moods, dis- 
pleasureg,and indignations. 

Khartoum has ears as big as the 


mainsail of a small yacht. When these | 


began to wave -yesterday afternoon, 
those who understand elephants began 
to edge away from his corral. Then 
he threw up his trunk and Arumpeted

nartoum was snorting, blowing a gale 
with his wing-like ears and rippine eater 
at the bars of his corral when the first 
keeper arrived. This was Dick Richards, 
who served an apprenticeship with the 
late Gunga, the worst bad elephant on 
record in the New York Zoo. Rushing 
into the cage, Hichards seized a long- 
handled pike and punched Khartoum 
in the side. With a grunt the elephant 
withdrew his trunk from the iron fence. 
Keeper Walter Truman, who chaperones 
Khartoum’s mate, Alice, entered with 
another pike. The keepers jabbed Khar- 
toum on either side, steering him toward 
his stall inside the elephant house. The 
bellying ears collapsed. The trumpeting 
changed to despairing trunk tones. 
Khartoum entered his stall, trembling 
and entirely subdued. Richards ducked 
under Khartoum’s stomach, wrapped a 
chain around his leg, made fast to a 
ring in the concrete and slammed the 
door. 

Mrs. Giegerich was treated at the Zoo 
offices by an ambulance surgeon, but 
was able to go to her home, where she 
is under a doctor’s care.

Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall admitted 
yesterday that she was the woman in 
a polo coat seen entering the side door 
of her home at New Brunswick, N. J., 
about, 8 o'clock last Friday morning, 
after her husband, the Rev. Edward 
Wheeler Hall, and Mrs. Eleanor Rein- 
hardt Mills, a member of his congre- 
gation, had been murdered and left side 
by side in a country field near the 
Raritan River. 

In explanation of her absence from 
home, the clergyman’s widow said that 
she had been so anxious at the failure 
of her husband to_return after going out 
at 7 o’clock in the evening, that she 
had gone to look for him at his church 
|—the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
/St. John the Evangelist—at 2 o'clock in 
the morning. Mrs. Hall said she had 
thought that he might have faHen asleep 
‘when studying in his office. Not find- 
ing him there, she said, she returned 
j}home about 3 o’clock. 

Mrs. Hall said nothing of 
James Mills, the husband of the 
dered woman, when she visited the 
church between 2 and 38 o'clock, al- 
though Mills also told the authorities 
that he had gone to the church to look 
for his wife about that time. Accord- 
ing to Mills, who was the church gar- 
dener, he believed that his wife, who 
was the choir leader and a member of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary, might have been 
taken ill while doing some work in ‘the 
church. Mills said that he had got 
there“a Tittte-efter 2-o'cloek, and turned 
up all the lights, but had not seen Mrs. 
Hall. 

Says Brother Was With Her. 


According to Mrs. Hall, before going 
; to the church she awakened her broth- 
er, William Stevens, who lives in the 
| Hall home, and persuaded him to ac- 
company her on the search for her hus- 
| band. She also said that her brother 
was with her when she returned home, 
but the witnesses who first told the au- 
thorities of seeing a woman entering the 
Hall home at 3 A. M. said she was 
alone.

| servant in the Hall house had told her 
that Mrs. Hall left at 2 o’clock in the 
morning, saying, ‘‘ He must be dead!” 

Mrs. Hall's statement to the authort- 
ties yesterday disclosed that her hus- 
band’s church had been paying the bills 
incurred for an operation performed 
upon Mrs. Mills at the Middlesex Hos- 
pital in New Brunswick last Winter, 
and that when the clergyman left his 
home last Thursday evening, he said 
that he was going to the church to at- 
tend to ‘‘ the Mills bills.’"’ The operas 
tion was of such a serious nature that 
before undergoing it Mrs. Mills gave 
instructions for the disposition of her 
body in case she suecumbed. These in- 
structions will be followed in her funeral 
now. 

From what they learned yesterday, 
the authorities were convinced that Dr, 
Hall and Mrs. Mills had carried on an 
affair for a long time, and that jealousy 
was the motive for the double murder. 
The possibility of the robbery motive 
has been discarded, although it is con- 
sidered at least possible that blackmail 
was at the bottom of it in the sense 
that the murders were committed when 
Dr. Hall was resisting somebody who 
had learned of his intimacy with the

Sarles, Auto Racer, Is Burned to Death 


In Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 17.—Roscoe 
Sarles of Indianapolis, veteran automo- 
bile racer, was burned to death in the 
800-mile race dedicating the new Kansas 
City Speedway today, when his car 
crashed into the car of Pete de Paolo, 
and was wrecked. 

Sarles’s car jumped the top rail at 
the northeast corner of the speedway 
and dropped twenty-five feet, pinning 
him beneath the wreckage. Sarles, 
known us the ‘’ clown of the races,’’ was 
driving for Cliff Durant of Los Angeles, 
who decided ‘at the last minute not to 
drive. Pickup, his mechanician, was in- 
jured severely. 

Four other drivers were injured se- 
verely and two slightly in the race, 
which was won by Tommy Milton of 
Los Angeles, in a field of seventeen en- 
trants. Milton’s time was 2:46:52 :96. 
Harry Hartz finished second, time, 
2-47:10:28; Frank Blliott, Kansas City, 
was third, time, 2:49:46:60; Ralph Mul- 
ford was fourth, time, 2:50:45:38, and 
Jerry Wunderlich was fifth, time, 

755 :46 347. 

"De Paolo’ and his mechanician, Hen- 
ning, sustained severe injuries when 
they attempted to dodge a wheel thrown 
by Eddie Hearne’s car. Henning was 
injured about the head and upper body. 
The extent of De Paolo’s injuries had 
not been determined tonight, but phy- 
sicians expressed the fear that he might 
be injured internally.

UNTERMYER CALLED 


IN DAUGHERTY CASE 


Author of Impeachment Resolu- 
tion Asks New York Lawyer 
to Act as Counsel. 


LABOR LEADERS JOIN PLEA 


Representative Keller and Basil 
Manly Confer With Attorney, 
Who Will Decide Ttoday. 


Samuel Untermyer, who was counsel 
for the Lockwood and Pujo Investi- 
gating Committees, and who frequently 
has scored Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty for alleged failure to prose- 
cute illegal trade combinations, has heen 
asked by Representative Oscar Keller 
of Minnesota, Republican, to represent 
him as counsel in a proposed inquiry 
by the Judiciary Committee of the 
House into the administration of the 
Attorney General’s office. 

Mr. Keller intrdduced in the House the 
resolution, urged by laBor, asking Mr. 
Daugherty's impeachment because of the 
injunction obtained in the shopmen’'s 
strike. The resolution was referred to 
the committee, and if the committee in- 
vestigates to obtain evidence on which 
to base its recommendations to the 
House, Mr. Keller wishes the inquiry to 
be widened so as to include other 
charges made against the Attorney Gen- 
eral. Mr. Untermyer frequently has 
said that the Department of Justice had 
refused to act on evidence presented by 
the Lockwood Committee showing illegal 
trade combinations. 

Mr. Keller and Basil M. Manly, di- 
rector ofthe, People’s .Legislative Ser- 
vice, of Which Senator LaFollette is 
Chairman, spent most of yesterday with 
Mr. Untermyer at the latter’s home, 
discussing the proposed inquiry and ex- 
amining a lot of documentary evidence 
which was left with the attorney for 
his further perusal. Mr. Untermyer 
said that he ‘would announce his de- 
cision today in a telegram to Mr. Keller. 


Labor Leaders Want Him. 


He also disclosed that a number of 
labor leaders had asked Mr. Manly to 
request him to act as counsel in the 
impeachment proceedings. They met in 
Mr. Manly’s office in Washington, and, 
a letter he wrote to Mr. 
Untermyer, the leaders included Mr. 
Wills, Assistant General Chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Engineers; 
Mr. Clark, Vice President of the con- 
ductor’s brotherhood; Mr. Lovell, Vice 
President of the firemen; Mr. Stevens, 
Vice President of the trainmen; Mr. 
Bronson, assistant to the International 
President of the machinists, and Mr. 
Allison, representing the  shopcrafts 
unidns of the Railway Employes De- 
partment of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

-After Mr. Keller and Mr. Manly left 
Mr. Untermyer they went to the Hotel 
Wolcott, where Mr. Keller said that the 
present status of the impeachment pro- 
ceagings had been misunderstood rather 
generally throughout the country, and 
that the House had by no means buried 
the matter by referring it to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. This is the usual pro- 
ceeding in such cases, he said, the com- 
mittee reporting back to the House 
whether it is advisable to institute im- 
peachment proceedings. If the com- 
mittee should decide to examine Mr. 
Daugherty, that would give Mr. Unter- 
myer the opportunity to examine the 
Attorney General which is sought by 
Representative Keller. 

Although the original complaint 
against the Attorney General was made 
by the labor unions, the Chicago in- 
junction would prove but a small part 
of the charges which might be brought 
against Mr. Daugherty in committee, 
Mr. Keller said. Many of them grew 
out of Mr. Daugherty’s handling of the 
cases turned over to his department by 
the Lockwood committee which investi- 
gated the building trusts. Mr. Unter- 
myer has said that he was unable to 
get action on most of the cases referred 
to the Department of Justice, and urged 
an appeal to Congress over the head of 
Mr. Daugherty. 


One of the counts in the charges 
against the Attorney General, said Mr. 
Keller, was his concurrence in the rec- 
ommendation that Francis H. Nobbe, 
Vice President of the Tile Trust, be 
pardoned after he had served only four 
weeks of a four months’ sentence. 
Nobbe had pleaded guilty, but developed 
tuberculosis a few days after he was 


sent to jail, and was released by an

days later, although Federal officials 
denied that there had been any attempt 
to keep the release secret. 

The Judiciary Committee will meet 
again tomorrow to consider the Daugh- 
erty impeachment resolution, which ex- 
plains why Mr. Keller came hurriedly 
from Washington to confer with Mr. 
Untermyer. He gave out a copy of we

Captain Hepburn, with Major Davis 
of the Red Cross, Mr. Jaquith of the} 
Near East Relief and myself visited the |

Some 5,000 to 10,000 troops entered the 
city that day. At night there was con- | 
siderable looting by the irregulars and | 
by citizens of all description. Rifle | 
shots were heard all night. 


Looting Before the Fire. 


The next morning I made a complete 
survey of the city. and found evidence | 
of thorough and extensive looting in the | 
Armenian quarter. I counted thirty-| 
five dead men and two women. 

The looting increased during the day 
and night following. The population} 
becoming terrified, fled to the water- 
front and conditions on the quay were 
pitiful in the extreme. 

All kinds of stories were reaching the 
Consukate and the Naval Commander of 
wholesale massacres on the streets and 
in institutions. Each story was prompt- 
ly investigated and none confirmed. 

The conduct of the Naval Commander | 
was above all praise. i desire espe- 
cially to commend the conduct of Vice 
Consul Barnes. An extremely young 
man, he displayed courage, judgment 
and sagacity far beyond his years. He 
was a tremendous help to everybody. 

On Wednesday morning the situation 
was calm and all were encouraged to be- 
lieve the worst was past. Turkish of- 
ficials arriving hourly said the situation 
would be handled satisfactorily.

Must Remove 100,000 Refugees From Smyrna; 
Near East Relief Working to Save Their Lives

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 16.—All relief supplies were de- 
stroyed in the Smyrna fire, and the efforts of the Near East and 
other relief agencies are-concentrated on evacuating the refugees 


as the only way of saving them. 


The Near East Relief in Con- 


stantinople has received $20,000 for this work and is engaging all 
available small boats to take off as many as possible of the 100,000 
refugees. The condition of the people is deplorable. They are with- 
out food or water and the sick who escaped from the hospitals are 


mingled with the rest. 


One thousand persons perished in the fire, which destroyed 
all the city except a small part of the Turkish quarter. Two hundred 
hospital patients who were unable to escape are among the dead. 

To prevent the swamping of the quays by the mad rush of the 
refugees the American flag has been hoisted, and bluejackets from 
the destroyers Litchfield and Lawrence are guarding them. 

The Near East Relief has sent the steamer Hotoson to Mudania 
with supplies and the steamer Dafni to Rodosto with relief equip- 
ment in response to the appeals from a committee speaking for the 
30,000 Greek refugees who have arrived there from Panderma and 


Brusa. 


ATHENS, Sept. 17 (Associated Press).—The arrival of thou- 
sands of refugees at Piraeus has brought a grave problem to the 
Greek Government, and unless private assistance is given the desti- 


tute people may fare badly. 


The Government, even with the best 


intentions, will be unable to provide the means necessary to care for 


the refugees.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 17 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—_The immediate with- 
drawal of the Greek forces from the 
Tchatalja region in European Turkey 
has been insisted upon by Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, the Turkish Nationalist 
leader, in a conversation with Sir Harry

held in the course of a visit of Sir 
Harry to Kemal in Smyrna. 

The High Commissioner’s visit to 
Kemal was to ascertain the attitude of 
the Nationalist Government toward 
Great Britain. Kemal informed Sir 
Harry that Turkey was not fighting 
against Great Britain, but that Great 
Britain had interposed every obstacle to 
the free development of Turkey. He 
assured him that the Nationalists would 
not attack the neutral zone bordering 
the Straits of the Dardanelles if the 
British would recognize the Angora na- 
tional compact and return Thrace to 
Turkey.

The revival of 
imperialistic Moslem sentiment means as 
much trouble for France as for us. If

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| Eyewitness Tells Story of Smyrna’s Horror

Wednesday afternoon I had heard every 
conceivable atrocity story and had in- 
vestigated many. I toured the city day 
and night, with and without an escort, 
seeing the most thorough and complete 
sacking and looting ever done, but I 
marveled that less than 150 bodies were 
found. Among the scores of thousands 
of refugees fewer than a dozen bore 
wounds. 


When Fire Started; Scenes of Herror. 


The outbreak of the fire came Wednes- 
day noon two miles from the water- 
front. All during the afternoon the 
populace poured to the quay and at 
night the entire quay was packed with 
seething, struggling, terrified, dying 
humanity, estimated at 250,000 people 
crowded into an area of two miles along 
the narrow strip. 


Captain Hepburn insisted that all 
Americans evacuate the city, taking 
refuge on the destroyers. At 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon this was done under 
tremendous difficulties, but it was ac- 
complished in perfect order. The fire 
then covered an area of a mile and a 
half and was fannéd by the strongest 
ever known In midsummer tn this coun- 
try, blowing directly toward wwater’s 
edge. 

All sailors were withdrawn from the 
shore and all American civilians were 
taken aboard about midnight. In ab- 
solute helplessness to render further 
aid, we sat within 600 yards of one of 
the greatest catastrophies in all his- 
tory. 

The 


Fully a quarter of a million human 
being were doomed to death by burning, 
drowning or, worse still, later by star- 
vation. Many were forced or jumped 
into the water. Some swam out to the 
boats. Rescue work was started by all 
Italian, French, British, Dutch 
and American. Small boats were sent 
to take off all those possible. 
swam to our béats and were taken 
aboard. Many saved themselves on the 
quay by dipping rugs and bedding in 
the water and spreading them on the 
quay and crawling under them. 


It is utterly impossible to estimate 
the loss of life or property up to this 
time, but I am sure it is very great. 
All during Thursday and Friday the 
thinning précess continued, the refugees 
melting away. An investigation showed 
they were being driven toward the in- 
terior, ostensibly to concentration camps. 
I have reason to believe they are be- 
ing driven to the devastated area for 
slow starvation. 

The destroyer Edsall, Captain Powell 
comman@ing, took 700 refugees in the 
most pitiful condition

When the fire reached the Greek quar- 
ter of the city there were explosions of 
ammunition of all sizes—judging by the 
sound—lasting six hours. The continu- 
ous rattle and roar of small arms and 
occasional explosions of 
convinced us that the Greek civil popu- 
lation had stored all its military am- 
munition in the houses. 

During the week the American Relief 
Headquarters had been established in a 
new and large theatre. Over the door 
in an el*ctric sign was the name of the 
last photoplay presented, entitled, 
‘*Danse de la Mort.”’ This 
was destroyed, only the front wall 
standing, facing the sea. Even now the 
American flag is still flying there.

N September 7th I completed my 50th year as 
a’ milk distributor in New York City. At 17 
years of age I drove a milk wagon about the 


streets, dipping the milk from the open cans according 
to the prevailing custom.

As to our equipment, not alone are we rich in expe- 
rience and facilities but we are rich in men who know 
this work. 


Our business is now operated by the second and 
third generations of its founders. These men, most of 
them young men, born into this business, devoting their 
lives to it, know it as only men born into it can know it. 
They are actuated by a determination: to be good milk 
men, to continue to deserve the configence that Sheffield 
Farms has won and to maintain this organization in its 
position of leadership in the milk industry. With the 
men, the means and the desire to do bigger things I 
can promise for Sheffield Farms during the coming 
years, contributions to the public’s service as important 
as those it has made in the past.

Sisler Hits in 41st Game in

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 17.—George Sisler, 
star of the Browns, established a new 
modern major league record and a 
new American League mark when he 
connected for a’ single’in the sixth 
inning of the scond game of the 
series with the Yankees here this.af- 
ternoon. The great all-around player 
has now hit safely in forty-one con- 
secutive games, surpassing by one 
game the record held by Ty Cobb of 
the Tigers. Cobb made his record of 
hitting safely in forty successive 
games in 1911, from May 15 of that 
year to July 2. As Sisler’s string is 
still unbroken, he has a chance to 
surpass the major league record of 
all time, which was established by 
Willie Keeler, star outfielder of the 
Baltimore Orioles, who ‘hit safely in 
forty-four consecutive games from 
April 22, 1887, to June 18, inclusive.

that the heads of the big railway unions 
are able to borrow, on no security ex- 
cept their own names, sums of money 
running well up into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Some of the banks that have made 
such loans are very well known in 
financial circles, and not unknown out 
of them, but it never has been reported 
that their officials took other than the 
capitalistic view of ‘‘labor,’’ and espe- 
cially of ‘‘ labor troubles,’’ and few in- 
deed would have been the prophecies by 
the uninitiate that they would lend large 
amounts to be used in carrying on 
strikes that were shaking to their very 
foundations all of our railway systems, 
large and small.

EVENTS IN GREECE. 


Facts About the Political Upset in 
Greece That Brought Back the King. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: \, 
‘In THE Times of Sunday, Sept, 17, 
an article by Fredérick Cunliffe-Owen 
contains certain statements which are 
| not in accord -with the facts. 
1, The. statement is made that the 
| death of King Alexander was myste- 
rious. There was no mystery about it. 
He died, as is well known, from blood 
poisoning, which resulted from the bite 
of a monkey. 

2. The statement is made that ‘in 
the confusion which naturally took 
place in Greece concerning the succes- 
sion to the throne, which had long 
been in doubt, the Government of Rome 
permitted and even prompted the: sail- 
ing from Venice of ex-King Constan- 
tine.” In the next paragraph the | 
statement is made that ‘‘the arrival! 
of King Constantine in Athens led to 
disorder culminating in the overthrow 
of the Venizelos Government.” 

King Constantine did not return erioe' 
to the overthrow of Venizelos and there 
were no disorders connected with his re- 
turn. On Nov. 1, 1920 (in accordance 
with the Greek calendar), elections; 
were held for the Greek Chamber of | 
Deputies. ‘Thes@ elections were held; 
under the supervision of the Venizelist} 
Government. They resulted in the| 
Venizelist Government being thrown out 
of power. 

Venizelos himself was defeated for| 
re-election, as were all of his Min-} 
isters, with possibly one exception. The} 
popular vote was somewhat over 7! 
per cent. for the opponents of the Veni-/} 
zelos party and less than 30 per cent.4 
for it. Immediately after the election, | 
Venizelos made a public statement in| 
which he admitted his defeat and that | 
he had misunderstood the feelings of the; 
Greek people. He asked the people to} 
support the Ministry which would be} 
formed by the new Parliamentary ma- 
jority; he and his Ministers retired from 
office, and he left Greece. 

A new Ministry was-formed, which 
was recognizéd, and with which diplo- 
matic relations were entered into, for a 
time at least, by the Minister of the 
United States and the Ministers of all} 
the allied powers. No one in Greece at- 
tempted to dispute either the validity of} 
the elections or the overwhelming char- 
acter of the result. 

After the new Ministry was formed, al 
telegram was sent to King Constantine, | 
who was still in Switzerland, inviting 
him to return and the throne. 
He declined to do so without a formal 
plebiscite being held. <A plebiscite was| 
held in accordance with his wish and} 
over 9S per cent. of the votes dédaedl 
his return. There were no disorders in} 
Greece during the elections. King Con- 
stantine did not reach there until more 
oe six weeks after the elections were | 
ied. 

It is useless for any one to contend 
that even a man of Venizélos’s undoubted 
[great abilities and high standing with | 
; the Western powers could have kept 
peace in the Near East during the last 
lwo years, or could have kept England, 
France and Italy following a line of 
concerted action when their conceptions

Finds Activities Have Alded Creation 
of “‘Homogeneous Citizen Army.” 
WASHINGTON, Sept: 17.—The Sum- 

mer’s work in the military training 

camps went a “long step forward” 
toward uniting National Guardsmen, re- 
serves and -civilian army students into 

““one homogeneous citizen army of the 

United States,"’ Secretary Weeks said 

today in a statement reviewing what 

had been done in eaen civilian element 
of the ‘‘ new army.” 

‘This Summer for the first time all 
elements of the army provided by Con- 
gress, in the light of the World War, 
for the national defense have. partici- 
pated in field training,’’ Mr. * Weeks 
said. ‘‘ Everywhere throughout the 
United States the outstanding feature 
of the training camps has been the en- 
thusiasm-with which all concerned have 
thrown themselves into the work, ‘and 
as a@ necessary sequence the generally 
high level of accomplishment.”’ 

Mr, Weeks said, that regulars, guards- 
men and reservists had worked with 
‘‘a growing appreciation of the neces- 
sity for each element in the national 
defense.’’ The organized reserve made 
its first appearance at the camps this 
Summer, he added, 5,000 having received 
training. ‘‘ The -reserve officers gen- 
erally left camp with the strong feeling 
that the reserve organizations to which 
they belonged could no longer be. called 
justly a paper army,”’ Mr. Weeks added. 

As to the citizens’ military training 
camps, Mr. Weeks said, nearly three 
times as many men had turned out as 
in 1921, while the training given the Na- 


tional Guard and reserve offieers’ tre\n- 
ing corps units during the Summer had 
followed ‘‘ systematic programs’’ with 
satisfactory results, 

‘The National Guard, the regular 
army and the reserves,’’ said the War 
Secretary, ‘‘ are entitled to the highest 
praise for the fine spirit in which they 
have worked,”

When. such 
a man has been found and has the unani- 
mous endorsement of all\the bar asso- 
ciations, as in the case of Surrogate 
Cohalan, _the people should not allow 
him to be replaced because it will serve 
the ends of political bosses.”’

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RARE HORSE ARMOR 
SHOWN AT MUSEUM 


Two Elaborate 16th Century 
Suits, One North Italian, One 
Probably Venetian, on Display. 


RAN SHELL FIRE IN WAR 


Were in Only Wagon Not Demoi- 
ished Which Carried Treasures 


: From Italian Castle. 


Two suits of horse armor, rare In 
themselves and obtained through an in- 
teresting chain of circumstances, have 
just been placed on exhibition in the 
Arms and Armor Department of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. One of 
these is North Italian, about 1560, and 
the offer, probably Venetian, is circa 
1575. Both are beautiful and elaborate 
types of the period when armor was 
beginning to be worn more for orna- 
ment than use. 

Complete suits of horse armor, like 
these, have almost disappeared. There 
are seven in the Tower of London, Paris 
has five, Dresden seven, Vienna, which 
stands first in the armor collections of 
the world, has but three; Madrid has 
seven and Berlin six. With these twe 
recent acquisitions the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art has five, four of which it 
owns, the other being a loan by. the 
Curator of the Department of Arms and 
Armor, Dr. Bashford Dean. it was 
Dr. Dean who found the armor in Vien- 
na, where it had been taken througn 
exigencies of the war. 

With a quantity of fine armor, these 
suits were in an ancient castle in 1918 
when a war council of the Italian Army 
decided to advance its forces ‘on the 
Piave and that the castle, which Was on 
a hill above the Soligo, a tributary of 
the Piave, in Collalto, Province ef Tre- 
viso, must be bombarded. The 
dian of the castle, to save its valuable 
contents, loaded a quantity of fine 
mor into his farm wagons in an cffort 
to get it to the owner-in Vienna. in 
the bombardment thie wagons did not es- 
cupe and all but one.were destroyed 
with the ‘entire contents. This ‘one 
Wagon reached Vienna, carrying with it 
of all the fine collgction of armor whick 
the castle had contained only the two 
horse panoplies and these in dire condi- 
tion, covered with dust and “wed with 
rust, falling apart with the rotting of 
the straps. With the castle gone and 
the remainder of the collection of armar 
vanished, it seemed not worth while to 
keep these fragments and they were dis- 
posed of to the first antique dealer whe 
bid for them. 

It was there in Vienna that Dr. Dean 
found them, rare treasures, and the 
purchasing committee of the Museum 
authorized him to buy them, Horse 
armor being, as Dr. Dean says, raris- 
sima in collections, the rank of a great 
armtory depending upon the number of 
these stately suits which it possesses, 
the Museum is justly proud to own 
them. Both suits have the front neck 
pieces, which in themselves are rarely 
found in horse armor. An interesting 
part in the armor as it now stands is 
a piece which was restored by the 
Museum. The harness is beautifully 
etched and the new piece has the de- 
sign of the old armor repeated upon it 
skillfully by Museum workmien, and is 
also signed and dated by them. Jt will 
go down. to future generations not as 
a forgery but as a twentieth century 
restoration. 

Eighteen recently acquired engraved 
gems have been added to the Museum's 
already fine collection and are being 
exhibited temporarily. together_in the 
small case N in the Fifth Classical 
Room before they are distributed in 
their respective galleries.. They are 
Minoan, Greek and Roman and were 
probably used for seals. A Minoan, the 
earliest, about 1400 B. C., with a re- 
clining bull and ‘a flower upon it, was 
worn by the owner on a string around 
the wrist for convenience. There are 
also two gems engraved in the round, 
one a carnelian in the form of two fore- 
parts of horses back to back, and an- 
other of chaltedony, the head of a youth 
with thick curly hair, both Roman of 
the imperial period. 


TO SHOW PHYFE FURNITURE. 


Metropolitan Museum Announces 


Loan Exhibition Next Month. 

Preparations are beginning, it an- 
nounced at the Metropolitan Museum, 
for an exhibition of extraordinary in- 
terest: to collectors of old furniture, in 
which will be shown at Icast 100 pieces 
by Dunean Phyfe the New York cabinet 
maker who worked between about 1780 
and 1820, to be held from the middle of 
October to Dec. 15. Director Hdward 
Robinson of the Museum said: 

‘* Now that we can look forward with 
comparative certainty to the completion 
‘of our American wing in the not far dis- 
tant future we can make plans for it 
and this exhibition will be in the nature 
of preparation. Duncan Phyfe held an 
important position among the cabinet 
makers of the country and this will 
be a demonstration of the quality of his 
work. It holds high a_ place that 
people in whose families Duncan Phyfe's 
work has been handed down hold an 
envied position among owners of fine 
old furniture. Our friends have been 
very generous in offering to make con- 
tributions to our exhibition.’’ 

A book compiled by a member of the 
Museum staff on the work of Duntan 
Phyfe is to be brought out, it is ex- 
pected, coincident with the exhibition 
and many of the pieces shown will be 
used to illustrate it.

MUSEUMS TO EXPLORE 
RUINS OF UR CHALDEE 


British and University of Pennsyl- 
vania Will Share Alike in 
Archaeological Finds. 


PHILADELPHIA, 
the Chaldees, ancestral home of the 
Patriarch Abraham, is to be explored 
down through the dust of centuries of to 
the yearliest records by experts of the 
British Museum and the University of 
Pennsylvania Museum, Dr. G. B. Gor- 
don, Director of the university museum 


announced today. Actual digging will 
be started Oct. 15 and will be continued 
six months. 

Dr. Gordon has just returned from a 
trip in which he made arrangements 
for the joint expedition and saw the 
explorers start for Southern Meso- 
potamia. Bible scholars and authorities 
on the early history of mankind, em- 


bracing half a dozen sciences, greeted 
the announcement with declarations that 
the attempt to wrest from the ruins of 
Ur the secrets of the city’s antiquities 
is the most important archaeological 
effort of the last century. 

The two museums will share equall 
in all finds. The relative yield to eac 
is expected to be larger than has been 
obtainable for either before, since the 
British Government. controls Mesopo- 
tamia under mandate and it will not 
be necessary to divide the treasures 
found with the Turks, as before the war. 
The Copeman Museum in pre-war 
days, it was said, was continuously en- 
riched by foreign explorers who were 
obliged to give up the best of what they 
unearthed, 

Heretofore no systematic digging has 
been done at Ur, yet great libraries 
of cuneiform texts have been assembled 
at the two museums from material 
picked up near Ur by Arabs and pass- 
ing explorers. The information oeb- 
tained from these sources was seid to 
show conclusively that the ruins contain 
Ceomeanee of tablets with important 
recorda.

Norina Talmadge is admirably suited 
to the role.of the Duchesse de Lan- 
geais, whose indiscriminate flirtations 
set Paris by its Gallic cars. She dis- 
plays all the roguish irresponsibility 
which is generally associated with her 
sister, Constance, and also that genu- 
ine intensity which {is peculiarly her 
own. She receives stalwart assistance 
from the serious Conway Tearle, whose 
reproving frown is much in evidence. 

The Eternal Flame" {s a costume 
drama, and therefore the margin of pos- 
sible error is greater than it would be 
in a modern setting. But the scenes 
and the costumes are authetic, and the 
eighteenth céntury Parisian atmosphere 
has been_ faithfully reproduced. The 
director, Frank Lloyd, is probably re- 
sponsible for this. He has made a care- 
ful, workmanlike job of the whole pic- 
ture, without any undue straining for 
effects.

4 WOMEN DISCLOSE 
INEQUALITY IN LAW 


Nwew York Statutes Hold Them 
Inferior in All Relations, a 
Woman Lawyer Reports. 


JUST CHATTELS, SHE SAYS 


Husband Owns the Wife’s Labor 
and Has Complete Control Over 
the Children’s Property. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—A staff of 
Women lawyers, under the direction of 
Mrs. Burnita Shelton Matthews of 
Washington has been looking up all pro- 
visions of the Constitution and laws and 
judicial decision affecting women in New 
York State, and the result, made public 
today by the National Woman’s Party, 
is declared to be ‘‘ the first study on so 
comprehensive a scale of New York’s 
laws from the woman's point of view.” 

A summarization of the report made 
by Mrs. Matthews and her staff cites 
the following as the chief inequalities of 
women in New York: 

‘“‘Mothers do not have equal control 
and custody of their children; mothers 
do not have equal control over the ser- 
vices, earnings or real property of their 
ehildren. The mother has the primary 
responsibility for the illigitimate child; 
mothers are discriminated against in in- 
heritance laws: women are discriminated 
against as administrators of estates; 
married women may not choose their 
legal residence; the married woman is 
legally still in much the same position 
as the slave on a Southern plantation in 
not controlling her labor in the home, 
whether she works for her husband and 
family for outsiders in the home; 
wives are not equally protected when 
conjugal rights are violated ; women may 
on juries.’

According to the report, the New York | 


State laws are based directly on the old 
English common law, which, it is pointed 
out, ‘‘ considered women legally inferior 
in every respect to men.’”? Comment in 
this connection is furnished as follows: 
“The married woman in_ particular 
was discriminated against; she was lit- 
tle more than a chattel of her husband. 
New York has, during the past seventy~ 
five years, modified many of the worst 
features of the common law with respect 
to women, but even today the wives 
and mothers of this State are in many 
respects in a position of legal in- 
feriority.”’ ‘ 
A summary of the report given out by 
the National Woman’s Party mentions 
these as among the gene aral discrimina- 
tions against women in the State: 


Autherity Over Children. 

‘* Guardianship of children: New York 
has a so-called equal guardianship law, 
but the law does not grant complete 
equality to mothers with fathers. If the 
parents are living apart, without di- 
vorce, the father has the first right to 
the control and custody of the child. The 
Appellate Division of the New York Su- 
preme Court has ruled ‘it is the un- 
doubted rule that the husband is_re- 
garded in the law as the head of the 
household and the Jaw awards to him 
the care and custody of the children.’ 

‘A court case illustrating this is that 
of a child whose parents were separated. 
Both parents were suitable persons to 
care for the boy, though the mother was 


financially able to provide a better home 
for the child than was the father. The 
question of the child's custody came be- 
fore the courts twice; the first time he 
was three years old and was given to 
the mother; the second time he was 
five years old and the Court awarded 
him to the father, saying: ‘ The father, 
by reason of his paramount right in 
law, is entitled to the custody of the 
child at this time. A boy of three years 
of age m ay properly be deemed to be of 
such tender age that considerations of 
his we call for his having a 
riother’s care, but the same cannot be 
said when the child has reached the age 
of five.’ 

‘The services and earnings of > chil- 
dren still legally belong to the father 
unless he gives the child the right to his 
own earnings. If a child is injured and 
death does not result, it is the father 
alone who receives damages for the loss | 
of the child’s services.

LOADED COAL CARS 
FILL RAILWAY YARDS 


Thousands Idly Await Removal 
Due to Crippled Motive Power, 
Fuel Journal Declares. 


With the first order of William H. 
Woodin, State Fuel Administrator, limit- 
ing the sales of the domestic sizes .of 
anthracite going into effect today, the 
coal situation in New York City has 
shown little improvement, although the 
order is expected to have the effect of 
supplying all those who actually need 
fuel. 

Reports from, the trade showed a light 
demand for anthracite of household 
sizes. This condition, considered fortu- 
nate in view of the scant supply on 
hand, was said to be due both to the 
warm weather, which has made the use 
of coal for house heating unnecessary, 
and the belief of the public that a lower 
price might be expected. 

Despite the statements of railroad of- 
ficials that all the cars needed to carry 
all the coal mined would be furnished, 
the car supply continued. to worry coal 
operators and dealers. The Black Dia- 
mond, a publication or autnority in the 
coal industry, in its weekly review ex- 
presses the belief that a scarcity of cars 
would be a chief difficulty: in bringing 
sufficient coal in the markets to fill 
the bins of dealers, empty because of the 
five months’ strike. 

“The car supply situation has not 
improved but, despite this fact, produc- 
tion has increased during the week,” 
it said. ‘‘ The increase in output, how- 
ever, has done little toward relieving 
the fuel shortage because of the fact 
| that, although more cars have been 
| loaded, the railroads have been unable, 
because of crippled motive power, to 
haul them to market. 

“‘ Evidence of this is seen in the thou- 
sands of idle loaded coal cars standing 
in railway yards and on side tracks. 
Because of their inability to haul loaded 
cars away from the mines, the railroads 
have been greatly handicapped in plac- 
| irl empties Although practically all

BRICKS FROM ROOF | 
FLY IN RACE RIO 


War Breake Out in 53d Street 
Block Where Whites Live 
Opposite Blacks. 


DRAG NEGRESSES FROM TAX! 


Abuse of White Children Starts 
Street Fight in Which 400 
Men and Women Jolin. 


A racial feud of several weeks that 
had developed from reports of white 
children being beaten by negroes in 
West Fifty-third Street, between Ninth 
and Tenth Avenues, where most of the 
whites live on the south side* of the 
street and the blacks face them on the 
north, blazed forth in a riot by some 
400 men and women early yesterday 
morning. Bricks were torn from chim- 
neys and with other handy missiles were 
hurled from the roofs on both sides upon 
groups of the combatants. 

Half an hour after the first outbreak, 
at 2:50 o'clock, when the police got 
there, knives, razors, clubs and iron 
bars were in the hands of some of the 
fighters, and three severely wounded 
white men had dropped to the pavement. 
With the rush of the police the mob 
gave way, some in flight down the 
street and on the avenue, but most of 
the fighters disappeared into the doors 
of the long rows of tenements. 

What the total casualties were the 
police had no means of learning without 
a search of the individual homes along 
the block. The known injured were six. 
They included three white men, James 
Sheehan. 21 vears old, of 503 West 
145th Street, who had five knife wounds 
in his back; William Lannigan, 19, of 
144 West Sixty-second Street, razor cuts 
on hands and face, and John McCort, 
80, of 453 West Fifty-third Street, frac- 
tured skull and cuts on hands and face. 
They were picked up on the street and 
sent to Flower Hospital. 

Three negroes were treated at Roose- 
velt Hospital for cuts and bruises. They 
were Charles Gardiner and Leona Mc- 
Creary of 252 West Forty-seventh Street 
and Margaret Dewitt of 15 Minetta 
Street. They said they had been dragged 
from a taxi and beaten. 

Shechan and Lannigan, who had no 
connection with the neighborhood feud, 
were passing when the fighting was on 
and joined in with the other whites. 

Before the street fight a group of 
white dwellers, annoyed by the late 
revels in a flat at 438 West Fifty-third 
Street, attacked the negro merrymakers. 
The whites said that some of the negroes 
were drinking “hootch” and “ playing | 
jazz’”’ all night, and when protests were | 





the negroes replied with advice | 
to keep their children on their own side | 
of the street. The whites thereupon | 
formed a flying wedge and rushed the 
flat, and were fighting within when a 
larger crowd of negroes appeared and 


overwhelmed the invaders. 
The white men were thrown from 


doors and windows. Then they cried 


for help, which was answered by hun-| 
dreds of whites from the other side of | 
the street, and these were met by many | 
negroes from the other tenements. They | 
fought back and forth throughout the | 
length of the block. Several of the in- | 
furiated whites, assisted by several | 
assersby, it was said, stopped the taxi | 

n which were Gardiner and the two | 
negro women and dragged them to the 
street. All were beaten. Gardiner said 
he was taking the women to Fifty-ninth | 
Street and had had no part in the riot. 
He was unable to identify any of his 
assailants, who fled when the police 
arrived, 

Thomas Donohue, a Police Reserve, | 
who assisted in quelling the riot, said | 
trouble had been threatening in the dis- 
trict for some time and he had been} 
stationed there with other reserves to} 
prevent an outbreak. Donohue sald: 

‘The whites have resented the en- 
croachment by the negroes in the street, | 
who have got possession of one house 
after another and have driven out many 
of the white farrilies. This feeling has 
recently been intensified by complaints 
of white children of attacks by older 
negro children. The white children said 
they were lured to alleys and beaten 
without cause. 

Although Sheehan and Lannigan | 
claimed to be victims of the negroes, | 
the two men were taken to West Side 
Court on a charge of suspicion of feloni- | 
ous assault in the hold-up of Gardiner. 
Magistrate Frothingham Reld them in 
bail of $1,000 each for examination 
today.

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RINSTEIN ABSORBED | Rescue of Entombed Argonaut Miners, 
BY 00 ANT I THEORY Expected Yesterday, Delayed by New Barrier 


Partly Atones for Upsetting 
Newton on Gravity by Devel- 
oping Sir Isaac’s Lead. 


STUDIES HAVE LINK HERE 


Dr. Sommerfeld Follows Langmuir’s 
Research on the Atom—Thinks 
Eclipse Will Uphold Relativity. 


Dr. Albert Einstein, propounder of the 
relativity theory, is much occupied at 
present with the study of electrons and 
with the quanta theory, according to 
Dr. Arnold Sommerfeld, Professor of 
Mathematical Physics at the University 
of Munich, who is in this city on his 
way to the University of Wisconsin, 
where he will hold the Carl. Schurz 
Memorial Professorship this Winter. 

In working on the quanta theory, 
which is the theory that light and other 
radiations do not consist of vibrations 
or waves only, but of flying particles 
of energy, Einstein is making partial 


reparations to Newton, Dr. Sommerfeld | 
pointed out, for the damage which he | 
did to the Newtonian theory of gravity. | 
who was the first profound | 


Newton, 
investigator of light, held that light 
consisted of flying particles or corpuscles 
which produced the sensation of light 
when they struck the eyes. He was 
overruled in favor of the wave theory. 

“The wave theory explains most of 
the behavior of light, but not all of i 
sald Dr. Sommerfeld. ‘ Planck's re- 
searches on heat indicated that Nght did 


not consist only of waves spreading out | 


uniformily in all directions, but that it 
consisted partly at least of concentrated 
particles or quanta of energy. X-ray 
and other researches have indicated this 
even more strongly. Newton's theory 
was that light consisted of flying parti- 
cles, but his theory was undeveloped 
and bears no great resemblance to the 
quanta theory. Einstein is doing much 
work in this field. 

“This is closely connected with the 
study of the structure of the atom and 
I follow with great interest the work 
of your physicist Langmuir at Schenec- 
tady, although Bohr's theory and mine 
differ from his. Langmuir holds that 
the electrons of an atom are in a fixed 
position, one to another. We hold that 


they are in regular motion with relation 
to each other.’’ 


Thinks Eclipse Will Uphold Einstein. 


Dr. Sommerfeld said that he enter- 
tained no doubt that FEinstein's theory 
would be fully confirmed by the obser- 
vations of the eclipse next Thursday 
which will be made by American, Eng- 
lish and Dutch-German astronomical 
parties in Australia and the Indian 
He said that he was convinced 
that eventually the third prediction of 
Kinstein would also be confirmed by Dr.

KAMENEY NOW HEAD 
OF SOVIET CABINET 


Lenin Is Not Expected to Take 
Over the Reins of Government 
Again Until December. 


CHANGE MAY BE IMPORTANT 


The Soviet Expects It to Facili- 
tate Rapproachment With the 
United States.

MOSCOW, Sept. 16.—The appointment 
of Leo Kamenev as “ substitute Presi- 
dent” of the Cabinet of Ministers and 
Council of Labor. and Defense, an- 
nounced today in a brief decree signed 
by M. Kalinin, President of the Repub- 
lic and Secretary of the Central Execu- 
tive Committee, is of great importance 
in relation to the national policy of 
Russia. 

Ever since the illness of Lenin—per- 
manent President both of the Cabinet 
and Labor Defense Council—the Presi- 
dential duties have been carried out by 
the respective assistant Presidents 
whom Kamenev now supersedes, Rykov 
and Zarupa. Lenin will not return to 
public life until Nov. 7 and then his at- 
tention will be fully occupied until the 
end of November by an extremely im- 
portant congress of the Communist 
Party. 

Kamenev's promotion indicates re- 
alization by the leaders that the affairs 
of the Russian State as distinct from 
those of the Communist Internationale— 
which in reality stands to the Soviet 
State in relation of a Soviet ‘‘ church ” 
—must be conducted by a man with 
wider authority than that of an as- 
sistant, whether Rykov or Zarupa, and 
on homogeneous lines. 

The choice of Kamenev is of particu- 
lar interest in view of his personality 
and standing.

But in some re- 
spects even that is taken as indicating 
a better outlook for trade, inasmuch as 
February's low excess of imports was 
almost entirely due to restriction by 
manufacturers on purchases of raw ma- 
terials, a result of the extremely slack 
demand for manufactured goods. 

The showing of coal exports during 
August is unusually interesting. ~We 
sent abroad in that month 6,416,121 tons, 
which is by far the largest quantity 
shipped in any month since the begin- 
ning of the war.

BY SOCIALIST PARTY 


esolation Protests ‘Attempt to 
Reduce Shopmen to a Con- 
dition of Vassalage.’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17.—Tho Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the So- 
clalist Party today adopted a resolution 
declaring that the injunction issued by 
Judge Wilkerson against the striking 
railway shopmen was “‘a blow struck 
against the working people,'’’ and that it 
“lines up the Government squarely 
against the interests of the people and 
on the side of the greedy exploiters of 
labor.’”’ 

After pledging the ‘‘ continued support 
of the Soctalist Party to the striking 
shopmen,’’ the resolution said: 

‘“In resisting a most unjustifiable cut 
in wages, the shopmen are making a 


fight to maintain a de€ent standard of | 


living, which is to the best interests of 
the pedple of this country. 

“In applying for the injunction 
against the shopmen, the Department of 
Justice has taken its stand for the 
shop.’ 
to crush the working people, and to 
reduce the organizations of labor to im- 
potence. The terms of the injunction 
deliberately destroy every constitutional 
Suarantee of free speech, free assem- 
blage and freedom of opinion. In its 
actions against the strikers the Govern- 
ment has shown itself a willing tool of 
the powers that prey. 

“The Socialist Party calls attention 
to the fact that just as Republican At- 
torney General Daugherty is seeking to 
break the shopmen’s strike with an in-

200 PENSION PLANS IN U. S. 


[Their Value Established In the! 


Minds of Business Men. 

Pensions do not eliminate strikes or 
fnfluence labor turnover, it is declared in 
@ TYeport on ‘‘ Pensions for Industrial 
and Commercial Employes,” prepared by 
{gp committee of industrial executives for 
;the National Personnel Association, just 
made public. Summarizing the results 
‘pfa nationwide investigation of pension 
'plans, the committee says: 

** Pensions are costly things with which 
to experiment. Their increased appli- 
cation in the past ten years argues that 
their value is established in the minds of 
business men.’’ 

The committee that directed the in- 
quiry for the National Personnel Asso- 
clations, organized by engineers, manu- 
facturers, economists and educators to 
study the human factor in industry, was 
composed of: C. R. Dooley, manager of 
personnel and training, Standard Oil 
Company, N. J.; Bruce Haynes, indus- 
trial relations department, United States 
Rubber Company; C. J. Hicks, executive 
assistant to the President, Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey; Harry A. 
Hopf, H. A. Hopf & Co.; Henry ¢. Link, 
industrial relations department, United 
States Rubber Company. 

The committee, whose report together 
with others on industrial topics, will be 
taken -up at the national convention of 
the, association in Pittsburgh in No- 
vember, found that there are now. about 
two hundred pension plans in force in 
this country, almost all of which have 
|been organized within the last ten or fif- 
teen years. 

‘s Although informal pension schemes 
have probably always been in operation 
ona small ‘scale in the United States,’’ 
the report says, ‘‘ the first instance of 
'the adoption of the plan by a large cor- 
;poration seems to have been that of the 
American Express Company, tn 1875. 
j)Pension plans are most often to be found 
in very large concerns, though doubtless 
ithere are large numbers of less organ- 
fzed plans among the smaller com- 
ipantes."’

' ™ The value of using a pension to re- 
iBpoe labor turnover will depend upon 
‘the particular industry under considera- 
'tfon. .American industry of the past 
meration has passed through, and is 
igtill passing through, transitional pe- 
riods.

safely stated that a company can expect, 
that a pension plan can have little or no 
influence on labor turnover. It is true, 
however, that. experience in England 
where labor turnover is relatively small 
anyway, does seem to show that it is 
less in pension-paying concerns.’’ 

As to pension plans as discipHnary 
measures, the. committee asserts that 
there is nothing in expérience ‘* to 
prove that the pension plan tends to 
do away with strikes. ‘The pension 
paying industry is likely to attract a 
more responsible type of man—the sort 
of worker who dislikes strikes as 
neastey. as certain other types enjoy 
them. 

‘In this indirect way a pension’ may 
be expected to have influence in_ build- 
ing upa force which is less likely to 
attempt to settle difficulties through a 
strike. ‘The arbitrary powers of the 
disciplinary provisions of the pension 
plan should hardly be considered in this 
connection. Such powers should be in- 
voked most charily.’’

| forced the acceptance of the armistice 
| with Germany. Irwin says: ‘*‘ Natur- 
ally, I was not present at that meeting 
(the military council of war which con-

| 1918) but, as a war correspondent at 
| the front, [ learned the facts, just after 
|the event, from a source thoroughly in- 
| formed and entirely reliable.”

WEES Another consideration troubled the 
leaders of the Allies. Should the war 
go on to a complete smashing victory, 
the glory and chief power in the final 
settlement would fall to America.

as Woodrow Wilson. 

‘* President Wilson avoided the well-
